THE blushing bride was left 
red faced after she was 
arrested and led away in 
handcuffs after her part in a 
sham marriage. 

Helena Puchalska, 20, was 
held along with her groom, 
Asif Ali, 31, who were jailed 
on Tuesday at Northampton 
Crown Court for 15 months 
and two years respectively. 

The couple were arrested as 
they prepared to marry at the 
Guildhall in Northampton on 
December 22. 

The UK Border Agency 
Criminal and Financial 
Investigations Team 

swooped on the town centre 
venue after being tipped off 
by a registrar. 

Ali and Puchalska, both of 
Kettering Road, Northamp¬ 
ton, subsequently pleaded 
guilty to charges of conspir¬ 
ing to facilitate a breach of 
the UK’s immigration laws. 

Among the evidence gath¬ 
ered in the aftermath of the 
couple’s arrest were notes 



retrieved from Ali’s car - one, 
believed to have been 
intended for his genuine girl¬ 
friend, which read “I married 
Hela Puchalska Bcoz of 
papers and I love Anna a lot. 

“I make deal with her for 
£2,500.” 

After their arrests Ali and 
Puchalska initially main¬ 
tained their innocence, 
insisting they had met in a 
Northampton nightclub in 
March last year. 

Ali said he had proposed at 
his Kettering Road home in 
October over a curry and, in 



honour of Puchalska’s Polish 
heritage, vodka. 

Their stories began to 
unravel when they gave con¬ 
tradictory information about 
their domestic arrangements 
and displayed little knowl¬ 
edge about each other’s 
backgrounds and interests. 

Ali did not know the name 
of Puchalska’s home town 
and said all she had told him 
about Poland was that it was 
cold, had forests and that 
Polish food consisted of soup 
and ham. 

In return, all Puchalska 


could say about Ali’s hobbies 
was that he liked to drive. 

Inspector Andy Radcliffe, 
from the UK Border Agency’s 
Criminal and Financial 
Investigations Team, said: 
“This was a marriage of con¬ 
venience - convenient for 
Puchalska because it would 
have lined her pockets and 
convenient for Ali because it 
was a means to UK residen¬ 
cy 

“They are now facing the 
significantly inconvenient 
consequences of their 
actions. 

“Immigration crime is not 
victimless. 

“The gangs involved in this 
activity often have links to 
serious organised crime and 
it places huge pressures on 
the public purse at a time 
when the country can least 
afford it. 

“We work closely with regis¬ 
trars across the region, and 
our dedicated crime teams 
will continue to make life as 
tough as possible for those 
who seek to abuse the immi¬ 
gration system.”

Adventure 
park plans 
for forest 


Burglary’s ‘massive 
impact’ on victims

THE Tree Ninjas are 
waiting to spring into life 
in Salcey Forest. 

A proposed adventure 
course costing between 
£100,000 and £120,000 is 
expected to create two 
full-time and between 
five and seven part-time 
roles. 

The investment has 
been put together by 
Steve Culf and Philip 
Butler whose company 
Tree Ninja is behind this 
investment. 

The planning applica¬ 
tion for the project has 
been submitted to South 
Northamptonshire 
Council and is expected 
to be discussed by the 
planning committee 
next month. 

Mr Culf said: “The 1km 
rope course covers the 
size of a football pitch 
and takes people three 
hours to get around. 

“This makes it easy for 
us to marshal and patrol 
for safety reasons. 

“At the end of it we will 
have a 60ft power fan 
jump. 

“This is where you 
jump off a tower on a 
wire and do a free fall 
until 10ft from the bot¬ 
tom when the fan starts 
and you land safely. 

“The facility will be 
used by businesses, 
schools and the public. 

“It has been a year 
since we set up the com¬ 
pany. We have been 
working with the 
Forestry Commission. 

“At the moment our 
planning application is 
with South Northamp¬ 
tonshire Council and we 
hope it could be heard 
by the middle of April. 

“If everything goes 
according to plan we 
hope to open on the 
weekend of the Queen’s 
Golden fubilee in fune.” 


A BURGLARY has left a couple 
too afraid to leave their own 
home in case there is another 
break-in. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard how Mr and Mrs Harris 
were particularly concerned 
about their 23-year-old son 
who has learning difficulties 
and was described as “vulnera¬ 
ble”. 

Adam Hogan, 24, and a friend 
broke into the Harris’s home in 
Pine Trees, Weston Favell, 
Northampton on February 10, 
using a hammer to smash the 
double-glazed dining room 
window. 

Rebecca Wade, prosecuting, 
said: “A police officer, who 
happened to be in the area, 
heard a thudding noise and an 
alarm sounding. 

“He went to investigate by 
climbing over a wall into the 
back garden, saw a window had 
been smashed and knew the 


offender would still be in the 
property.” 

Hogan, of Tenby Road, 
Northampton, was then seen 
escaping out of an unpstairs 
window on to a flat-roofed 
garage. 

He jumped on to the car port 
of the Harris’s neighbour, jean 
Howard, but because it was 
covered in snow he fell through, 
and police arrested him. 

Miss Wade added: “In inter¬ 
view he said it was an oppor¬ 
tunistic and silly thing to do. 
When asked how he supports 
himself by way of employment 
he said he is a thief. 

“Mrs Harris is afraid to leave 
the house. When she sees 
people watching her she runs 
into the house. 

“They run a restaurant and 
were due to have a weekend 
away at the beginning of the 
month, which they have 
cancelled. Both her and her 
husband would like to sell their 
house and their business as a 
direct result of this burglary.” 


The defence case stressed that 
nothing was stolen, but 
Recorder William Harbage QC 
said: “The reason nothing was 
taken is highly likely to be the 
fact that he was caught by 
police.” 

Sentencing Hogan, the 
recorder said: “You refused to 
give your accomplice’s name. 
Nothing was stolen but this 
burglary had a massive impact 
on the householders. 

“It’s still having a massive 
effect on these householders, 
who are clearly hard-working 
people trying to earn a living at 
their restaurant, and are suffer¬ 
ing particularly badly. They 
hate to leave the house alone.” 

He added that “greater harm” 
had been caused by Hogan 
than is usually the case in 
burglaries. 

The defendant was jailed for 
20 months, after being found 
guilty, at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court on February 
13, of burglary and criminal 
damage.

Raider may have 
struck 10 times

A VIOLENT raid on a Co-op 
store in Northampton on 
Monday night may have been 
the tenth armed robbery 
committed by the culprit. 

The offender used a baseball 
bat to smash his way into tills 
at the shop on Bushland Road, 
Headlands, before escaping 
with the cash. 

He is described as black, in 
his 20s, between 5ft 6in and 
5ft 8in, and had a scarf cover¬ 
ing his face. 

Police investigating this 
latest break-in confirmed they 
are linking it to four recent 
robberies - three on Friday, 
involving another Co-op and 
two betting shops, and a 
further raid on February 29 at a 
different bookmakers. 

A spokeswoman said detec¬ 


tives are keeping an “open 
mind” about whether the 
masked raider was also 
responsible for five robberies 
at knifepoint in November last 
year. 

It is not known how much 
money has been stolen from 
the Co-op, but staff were said 
to be shaken by the ordeal. 

A spokesman for the super¬ 
market chain said: “At around 
10.45pm on Friday, our food 
store in Bellinge was raided by 
an armed man. 

“The intruder threatened 
members of staff and stole a 
quantity of cash. The members 
of staff involved were not 
injured, but were very shaken.” 

“On Monday night, our 
Bushland Road store in 
Northampton was raided by an 
armed man, who stole cash. 
No members of staff were 
involved.” 


She added: “CCTV footage 
has been passed to the police, 
who are investigating, and we 
are currently reviewing our 
security measures at both 
stores. As with any incident 
such as this, we would appeal 
for anyone with any informa¬ 
tion to come forward.” 

On Friday evening the base¬ 
ball bat-wielding thug robbed 
three shops in the space of 
three hours, stealing from 
Betfred on Kettering Road, the 
Betfred on St Leonards Road, 
Far Cotton, and a Co-op store 
in Field Mill Road, Bellinge. 

Police said they believe the 
same man stole from Coral 
bookmakers in Farm Field 
Court, Thorplands, on 
February 29.

Anger as rescue bid 
finally runs out of gas

CAMPAIGNERS calling for one 
of Northampton’s gasometers 
to be saved have branded 
comments by a senior borough 
councillor as ‘appalling’. 

On Monday Northampton 
Borough Councillors debated a 
motion from the Liberal 
Democrat group, calling for 
public consultation on how the 
south gasometer in Towcester 
Road might be integrated into a 
modern building within the 
proposed Enterprise Zone. 

Despite support for the propos¬ 
al from seven public speakers, the 
Conservative administration 
voted to reject the motion - deny¬ 
ing any public debate on the 
issue. 

During the discussion, Cllr Tim 
Hadland, cabinet member 
responsible for regeneration, 
enterprise and planning, 
described the gasometers as ‘a 
pile of old girders’. 

Speaking after the meeting he 
said: “They are a pile of iron gird¬ 
ers with a few decorative bits on 
it. 

“The only potential for them is if 
there is no cost in removing them 
from the site. 

“They (the campaigners) go on

about the gasometers at King’s 
Cross and in Dublin but these are 
much bigger and in high value 
areas.” 

Paul Varnsverry, who has been 
steering the campaign to re-use 
the south gasometer, said 
“Members of heritage groups 
have contacted me to say they 
consider Cllr Hadland’s remarks 
to be appalling. 

“He might as well have said the 
National Lift Tower is only a few 
bags of cement. 

“He is the councillor supposedly 
in charge of taking care of the 
town’s heritage assets whilst 
delivering regeneration, yet he 
dismisses industrial structures 
which have formed part of 


Northampton’s landscape for over 
100 years in an unforgivably 
offhand manner.” 

Secretary of St James’ Residents 
Association, Graham Croucher, 
added: “I am flabbergasted by the 
ignorance shown. 

“Cllr Hadland was totally 
dismissive of the notion that the 
south gasometer could ever be 
considered as important. 

“He just tossed them aside as ‘a 
pile of old girders’.” 

Campaigners are now planning 
to organise a town-wide heritage 
seminar to discuss further 
options for promoting develop¬ 
ment of the south gasometer and 
the threats regeneration poses to 
the town’s historic architecture.

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Fearful witnesses into tourists’ 
deaths enter police protection

KEY witnesses in the murder trial 
of a teenager accused of killing a 
Northampton tourist had to be 
protected by police, fearing violent 
consequences if they gave 
evidence. 

Court documents published in 
Florida paper the Sarasota Herald- 
Tribune reveal that one of them 
was a woman who lived across the 
street from 16-year-old suspect 
Shawn Tyson. 

Police helped her to move out of 
the area where James Kouzaris, 24, 
and friend James Cooper, 25, were 
shot last April, in return for 
information. 

Wanda Farrior, 48, reportedly told 
police that she saw Tyson climbing 
through a window at his mother’s 
house minutes after the shootings. 

But according to a transcript of 
her interview hours later, she 
pleaded with officers to “Get me 
out of here” and said they didn’t 
know how dangerous it was. 

For her own security, police 
helped her to get a housing 
voucher allowing her to move out 
of the complex, and her new 
address is a closely guarded 
secret. 


Prosecutor Karen Fraivillig told 
the Herald-Tribune: “It’s a 
neighbourhood where everyone 
knows everyone, and initially there 
was a fear of retaliation - or a fear 
of gossip, really. We did not want to 
have any of our witnesses or the 
case compromised." 

The other two witnesses who 
agreed deals with police were 
brothers Jermaine and Joshua 
Bane, former friends of Tyson who 
will avoid jail time in exchange for 
co-operation as witnesses. 

Mr Kouzaris and Mr Cooper were 
coming to the end of their three- 
week holiday, and had enjoyed a 
night out at a popular bar, when 
they were shot dead in the 
Newtown housing estate. 

Mr Kouzaris, a former 
Northampton School for Boys pupil 
from Kingsthorpe, had worked for 
Northamptonshire County Council. 

Friends who set up the charity 
Always A Chance in his memory 
will reach the half-way point in 
their football ground relay next 
week. 

Tyson denies both charges of 
murder. He is due to stand trial 
later this month.

A golden vision

LEADERS have launched their 
vision for the future of 
Northampton, complete with its 
own soundtrack and interactive 
3D models. 

Representatives from 100 
businesses were invited to the 
Northampton Alive event at the 
Guildhall, which set out planned 
improvements for the next 15 
years. 

And the exhibition will now be 
taken to community groups and 
showcased in the town centre to 
members of the public. 

Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, said the 
event marked the “beginning of 
the beginning”, but some of the 
projects have already met with 
fierce opposition. 

Introducing the regeneration 
scheme, leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh, admitted that 
similar ideas in the past had not 
got off the ground. 

He said: “People have talked for 
years about this happening and 
now this is happening in our 
town. There are so many exciting 
opportunities in Northampton at 
the moment.” 

Mr Binley added that cross¬ 
party support and the involve¬ 
ment of different authorities was 
vital to the scheme’s success. 

Speaking to business leaders, he 
said: “We have all heard it before 
and may have been involved in 
false starts and that’s why we have 


all got to get behind this. We can’t 
afford for there to be another 
false start.” 

He added that future genera¬ 
tions were relying on the comple¬ 
tion of the plan to create a “vision 
of hope” and finished his speech 
with a personal promise. 

He said: “I will dedicate myself 
while I am in Parliament to 
achieving that objective and I am 
asking each one of you to do the 
same.” 

The wholescale development 
will see 14 separate projects 
across Northampton, with the 
borough and county councils, 
MPs and Northamptonshire 


Enterprise Partnership all work¬ 
ing on the plans. 

When asked whether the 
authorities were being unrealistic 
by taking on so much all at once, 
Cllr Mackintosh said it was 
necessary to look at the town as a 
whole to ensure that all the pieces 
lined up. 

He said: “It’s a big jigsaw puzzle. 
We have to look at everything 
together.” 

Cllr Jim Harker, leader of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council, said that economic 
conditions were not a hindrance 
to the project. He said: 
“Everywhere else in the country is

in the doldrums, but we are not.” 
One of the plans that has already 
faced criticism is the demolition 
of Greyfriars Bus Station - in 
favour of a new site at the old 
Fishmarket. 

John Shyman, an optician who 
attended the launch, expressed 
concerns about the move. 

He said: “No one’s mentioned 
the statistics involved in the 
development of the bus station. 
It’s the logistics that bother me.” 

He added that Greyfriars, which 
he described as the “portal of the 
town”, sees 7,000 buses pass 
through every week, with 1,000 
passengers at peak times. 

“I have yet to see a logistical 
explanation as to how that’s going 
to be accommodated.” 

Cllr Mackintosh insisted that 
the Fishmarket site would be able 



to deal with the volume of traffic. 
He said the size of the current 
station was to allow buses to be 
housed there overnight. 

Once the new station is up and 
running the vehicles will be kept 
at an out-of-town depot when not 
in use. As the Herald & Post 


reported last week, the plans for 
student accommodation on St 
John’s car park has attracted a 
flood of criticism from those 
living nearby, but the council 
leader said it would be a big 
advantage to have 500 students 
living in the town centre. 

He said: “We have listened to the 
issues raised by residents. But the 
accommodation will be self- 
contained and students will have 
to sign a contract not to bring 
cars. Car parking will not be 
affected.” 

It’s not just the town centre 
receiving attention. 

The scheme hopes to spark a 
“long-term renaissance” of 
Northampton’s waterside with 
the marina opening later this 
month, and new offices and 
housing.

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Addict parted 
from his £7.9k

A JUDGE has overturned 
magistrates’ decision to 
allow a drug addict to 
keep thousands of 
pounds he left at a 
notorious crack den. 

Wellingborough Magist¬ 
rates’ Court ruled on 
August 31 last year that 
Matthew Parsons, who 
admits being introduced 
to heroin at the age of 14, 
did not have to hand over 
the cash. 

But Northamptonshire 
Police’s appeal against the 
decision was successful 
after Judge Richard Bray 
said it was clear that 
Parsons would have used 
the money to buy drugs. 

The Force had applied 
for the £7,960, to be seized 
under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act, after officers 
found it in April 2010 
during a raid on the prop¬ 
erty in Duncan Court, 
Wellingborough. 

Parsons, 34, was arrested 
at the house and was also 
found to have a knuckle¬ 
duster, which he said he 
had taken from his son. 

The defendant, whose 



last known address was 
Forest Road, Northamp¬ 
ton, had inherited the 
money from his grandfa¬ 
ther, but said it was not 
intended for purchasing 
drugs. 

Last Friday Northamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard 
evidence from Rankin 
McCarrick, a financial 
investigator for 

Northamptonshire Police, 
and from the defendant’s 
father, Jonathan Parsons, 
a former headteacher who 
retired in 2004. 

As Matthew Parsons’ 
past conviction for sup¬ 
plying cocaine was read 
out, he said: “I am a bit 
embarrassed to admit in 
front of my father that I 
spent anything on drugs.” 

He claimed the £7,960, 
which his father had been 


looking after for him, was 
going to be used to set up 
a block-paving venture 
with Jamie O’Hagan 
whom he met in prison. 
O’Hagan admitted to 
police that his previous 
business was a scam. 

Conrad Hallin, repre¬ 
senting the chief consta¬ 
ble of Northamptonshire 
Police, said that Parsons 
had a “long history of 
criminal convictions and 
dishonesty”. 

The offender admitted 
that a drug habit “turns 
you into a liar”. 

Judge Bray, sitting with 
two magistrates from 
Wellingborough, said: 
“There is a clear inference 
that may be drawn that 
the money was concerned 
with the purchase of 
drugs. This was a notori¬ 
ous address, known as a 
crack house, and was 
closed down shortly after 
by the magistrates.” 

He added: “We do not 
accept that this money 
was for any lawful 
purpose. ” 

The cash will not be 
returned to Parsons and 
he was ordered to pay 
£8,462.40 in costs.

He said: “Metal theft is a 
significant problem, it 
affects not only the indus¬ 
try and economy but also 
has wider implications for 
communities and the 
neighbourhoods we live 
in. 

“The day of action is 
aimed at raising the 
profile of metal thefts and 
really bringing the 
message to the fore that 
we are clamping down on 



metal thefts in the county. 
When unscrupulous 
thieves target churches or 


other places of worship, 
this can have devastating 
consequences. 

“Not only are they affect¬ 
ing that building, but also 
having an impact on the 
community and people 
who visit that church. 

“When they target a train 
line, not only are they 
affecting the train compa¬ 
ny but the people who 
travel on those trains and 
the businesses they work 
for. This is not a victimless 
crime.” 

Scrap metal dealers were 
also visited to ensure they 
were aware of all the 
appropriate regulations 
and weren’t unwittingly 
buying stolen metal.

Homes plugged 
by hosepipe ban

HOUSEHOLDERS who 
break the hosepipe ban 
in Northamptonshire will 
face a £1,000 fine. 

This week, Anglian Water, 
which covers the county, 
was one of seven suppliers 
in southern and eastern 
England announcing the 
restriction on domestic 
customers from April 5. 

The company said it was 
one of the earliest 
hosepipe bans it had ever 
introduced and while it 
was temporary, it could 
not say how long it would 
last. 

Managing director of 
Anglian Water, Peter 
Simpson ( pictured ) said: 
“This is the first time 
Anglian Water has 
imposed a hosepipe ban in 
more than 20 years. We 



believe this is the most 
sensible and responsible 
action to take to help 
safeguard customer sup¬ 
plies for this year, next year 
and beyond. 

“Our region has had its 
driest 18 months for a 
century, including two dry 
winters, which have 


robbed us of the rainfall we 
need to refill rivers, reser¬ 
voirs and aquifers. 

“In addition to the 
hosepipe ban, we are ask¬ 
ing our 4.2 million cus¬ 
tomers to help us save 
water at home, at work and 
in the garden. 

“We are doing our bit too; 
millions of pounds are 
being spent to secure 
water supplies in the 
region and we are working 
with neighbouring water 
companies to help keep 
them secure across the 
wider South East and 
East.” 

Currently the ban will 
only apply to domestic use 
of hosepipes for things like 
gardening, washing cars 
and windows and filling 
paddling pools. 

Businesses and other 
commercial operations are 
not affected.

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Cancer-stricken Christopher makes 
last ditch appeal for asbestos justice 


Michael is all ears 


A MAN who developed cancer after 
being exposed to asbestos as a teenager 
has made a last ditch plea to former 
colleagues to come forward in his fight 
for justice. 

Last year, Christopher Gibney told the 
Herald & Post how working with 
asbestos four decades ago had led to 
him developing mesothelioma. 

Mr Gibney, 65, who now lives in 
Nobottle, trained as a painter and deco¬ 
rator between 1963 and 1968 with HH 
Woolnough & Son Ltd, which was based 
in Harlestone Road, Northampton. 

The firm is believed to have gone bust 
in the 1980s but his appeal hinges on 
being able to find the firm’s insurers. 

Mr Gibney said: “I was 16 when I start¬ 
ed working there. It wasn’t until 40 years 
later, in 2004, that I became ill, and I was 
devastated when I was told I had devel¬ 
oped mesothelioma.” 

But despite the appeal last March, Mr 
Gibney and his wife Judy are still wait¬ 
ing for the vital piece of information 
that will help them secure the justice 
they deserve. 

Lesley Mynett, an industrial disease 
specialist with Fentons Solicitors LLP, 
said that as there was a strict time limit 
in cases involving mesothelioma, it was 
critical that the insurer is identified as 
soon as possible. 

“This is our last throw of the dice if we 
are to secure Christopher the compen¬ 
sation to which he is entitled.” 

A new piece of information which may 
jog people’s memories was an accident 
in the 1960s when a fellow employee 
was injured when he fell from a great 
height and landed on an open window 
while working in the Daventry area. 

This was the same time as Mr Gibney 
worked there and Miss Mynett hopes if 
anyone remembers who helped the

injured man this could lead them to the 
company’s insurance company at the 
time.

AN ex-member of the Royal 
Signals Army Communication is 
getting ready to build an antenna 
to try to make contact with a 
40-year-old satellite. 

Michael Phillipson, from 
Corporate Telecom Nokia Care 
Point, is part of the team trying 
to get information from the 
British-built device which was 
launched from Australia in 
1971. 

The Northampton team are 


aiming to construct an antenna 
so they can receive the informa¬ 
tion the satellite is sending out. 

Another team will play their 
part in firing the question to the 
satellite so it will answer via the 
antenna. 

Mr Phillipson said: “We are 
building an antenna to listen to 
and track a British satellite which 
was launched 40 years ago. 

“It was only meant to have a two 
year lifespan but it has been up in 
space ever since. 

“It was originally launched to 
look at micro meteorites and 


solar flares. The battery is shot 
but it does have solar panels 
which power it when it is in direct 
sunlight. 

“The trouble is we can only do 
this for a few minutes to get the 
information and can only listen 
in when it is heading towards the 
sun. 

“The satellite takes 100 minutes 
to circle the earth but we can only 
listen when it is directly overhead 
in the Atlantic. 

“We want to see what informa¬ 
tion it has and what it has been 
doing for the past 38 years.”

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TRAVEL 

AS I arrived at Sheikh Shah Jalal 
International Airport in Dhaka, the 
memories of my last visit to 
Bangladesh when I was 13 came 
flooding back to me - the searing 
heat, mosquito bites, enormous rice 
fields and, of course, chaotic traffic. 

On this occasion though, I returned 
to embark on the longest road trip in 
my life. 

A country slightly bigger than 
England, Bangladesh has a population 
of 150 million, ranking it the seventh 
most populated in the world. Living is 
very cheap - £1 is around 130 Taka and 
three quarters of the country 
survives on less than 30p a day. 

About 95 per cent of the 
Bangladeshis who live in Britain origi¬ 
nally come from Sylhet, a rich agricul¬ 
tural city in the east. 

My family are from the village of 
Farhid Pur, Lala Bazaar, an affluent 


district with a thriving local bazaar 
seven miles from the centre of Sylhet. 

Rice and fish is the national dish so I 
visited my local fish market to see 
what all the fuss was about. 

Lala bazaar had more fish than an 
aquarium - catfish, squid, lobsters, 
crab and shark! And to get an appetite 
in the first place there are plenty of 
shops and boutiques in Zindabazaar. 

Green Line was recommended to us 
and they were spot on. Comfy, 
spacious, air-conditioned Volvo 
coaches that cost less than a tenner to 
visit three major cities in five days! 

It took four hours to get from Sylhet 
to Dhaka. Known as the ‘Rickshaw 
Capital of the World’, half a million 
cycle rickshaws roam Dhaka’s streets 
alongside its 15m residents, making it 
one of Asia’s biggest cities. 

We checked into A1 Faruq Plaza in 
Station Road and our main mode of 
transport was the ‘4 Stroke’ baby taxis 
- stupidly cheap in comparison to a 


local black cab. For retail therapy, 
Bashundhara Shopping Complex is 
the place to go; there really isn’t much 
difference to Westfield or Bluewater! 

And I was lucky enough to be in town 
to see the first Bangladesh Premier 
League Cricket match at Sher e-Bangla 
Stadium, Mirpur, where my home¬ 
town team Sylhet Royals got whipped 
by Chittagong Kings ... my next desti¬ 
nation. 

The six-hour coach ride from Dhaka 
left me expecting something amazing 
to make up for the dreary journey and 
Chittagong did not disappoint. 

The commercial port city is without 
doubt the cosmopolitan melting pot 
of Bangladesh. I decided to spoil 
myself by checking in at the luxurious 
Agrabad Hotel with its own restau¬ 
rants, shisha bar, a casino and a cine¬ 
ma. Chittagong Zoo was crazy and for 
20 Taka we got to feed the monkeys 
and crocodiles! 

The journey to the gold sand, blue 


Chittagong (executive single 
room from 4,500 Taka a night) 
and Cox's Bazaar (deluxe 
seaside single rooms for 3,500 
Taka). £lis about 130 Taka. 


water and tropical breeze of Cox’s 
Bazaar, Bangladesh’s famous beach, 
was worth every mosquito bite. 

We arrived at the Seagull Hotel and 
set up camp on the beach. 

There I kicked back, with a mango 
lychee fruit twist admiring the sun set¬ 
ting on the Indian Ocean pondering 
on how my perceptions of my mother¬ 
land had changed. 

Bangladesh is a beautiful country 
with a lot to offer regardless of loca¬ 
tion. Hot weather, grand mosques, 
zoos, scenery, shopping centres, 
beaches - you name it Bangladesh has 
it! 

It’s silly how difficult it is to spend all 
your money because everything is so 
cheap. Travelling, eating and sightsee¬ 
ing can be done at jaw-dropping 
prices. 

So next time you think of going on 
holiday to Asia, pencil Bangladesh 
into the equation.

MAGIC moments of 
amazement topped with 
laughter are what Pete 
Firman is aiming for 
when he is on stage. 

The star of BBC l’s 
primetime Saturday night 
show, The Magicians, will 
be in the county with his 
new live show, figgery 
Pokery. 

Pete first burst onto our 
television screens as 
cheeky Northerner 'Tufty' 
in Monkey Magic on 
Channel 5. 

Since then he has trav¬ 
elled the world meeting 
his magic heroes and per¬ 
forming his own brand of 
anarchic wizardry in The 
Secret Wo rid of Magic (Sky 
One) and amazed viewers 
by performing in Dirty 
Tricks (Channel 4).

“Some nights are better 
than others but I have 
never come off stage 
disappointed and I am 
always striving to be 
better.” 

Pete explained his tricks 
can start with just one 
sentence written in his 
notebook which says ‘I 
am going to do X and Y 
and Z will float in the air’. 

He added: “Then I set 
out to realise this thought. 

“One of the people I 
collaborate with is a 
builder who makes me a 
prototype. 

“I then take this out to 
do a five/ten minute slot 
at a comedy club. 

“By doing this you get an 
instinct of what an audi¬ 
ence wants. 

“It is a slow evolution 
and I have tricks I do 
which I have done for 
six/seven years and keep 
adding to or altering.”

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Affordable Ibiza gets 
added dose of style, 
practicality and fun 


FRESH from its debut at the recent 
Geneva Motor Show, the latest version of 
Seat’s most successful and well-known 
model, the Ibiza supermini, is being 
prepared for its UK showroom launch 
next month. 

Just days after the wraps came off the 
new model, Seat UK is confirming exact 
pricing and specification details of the 
range which is available to order. 

The great news for Ibiza buyers is that 
it will be introduced without a price 
increase over the outgoing car. 

In fact Seat is confirming that the 
majority of New Ibiza derivatives will be 
available at a lower price than their 
outgoing equivalents. 

The entry-level New Ibiza - the 1.2-litre 
60 PS E in three-door SC bodystyle - 
remains available at £9,995. 

As before, the UK range extends up 
from the E through S A/C and SE to the 
sporty FR model. 

For the first time, too, New Ibiza ST 
buyers will be able to enjoy the dynamic 
delights of an FR version as Seat expands 
its Formula Racing sub-brand to its 
svelte supermini estate. 

The core basic model in the new line up 
- the Seat Ibiza S A/C - is offered at an 
average of £300 less than the outgoing 
S Copa editions. 

The most affordable Ibiza five-door is 
the 1.2 70 PS S /C model, at £11,430. 

This engine is also now available in the 
Ibiza ST body style, giving it a 
significantly reduced starting price of 
£12,140. 

On the mid-level New Ibiza SE, there’s a 
similar £300 average price reduction 
versus the outgoing SE Copa. Here, all 
Ibiza body-styles have the same four 
derivatives on offer. The accessible 1.4 85 


PS petrol model is joined by the sprightly 
1.2 TSI105 PS, with state-of-the-art 
seven-speed DSG for those who require 
an automatic. 

Two diesels are offered in this spec; the 
hyper-frugal 92 g/km 1.2 TDI 75 PS 
Ecomotive and the 1.6 TDI 105 PS. The 
latter is available in SE trim for the first 
time. 

As on the outgoing model, the ‘walk’ 
from any Ibiza SC model to the 
equivalent five-door model is £500. To 
move from five-door to ST is another 
£710. 

Of course aside from compelling new 
prices, the design of the New Ibiza has 
been fully updated in line with Seat’s 
latest styling direction. 

Since 2008 the brand has shown a 
stunning selection of concept vehicles - 
most recently the IBE, IBX and IBL - 
which point the way to a range of all-new 
models yet to come. 

Under the stewardship of new head of 
design, Alejandro Mesonero-Romanos, 
the New Ibiza takes on many of the 
sharp, dynamic details which will be a 
hallmark of the maker’s design in the 
coming years. 

This new model boasts reshaped 
headlights that now include sculptural 
elements inside the clusters similar to 
the new Alhambra MPV and the recently- 
revised Exeo family of executive class 
saloons and estates. 

Specifying optional bi-xenon headlights 
also adds LED daytime running lights for 
an even bolder appearance. 

Elsewhere the front grille is smaller and 
sharper, front fog lights take on a 
rectangular shape and the front end on 
all models now features the sporty, ‘dow¬ 
nward-facing’ trapezoidal lower grille 


formerly limited to FR and Cupra models. 

Finally, at the front, the revised bonnet 
features a strong central crease line - a 
key design cue taken from the IBE and 
IBL concept cars. 

At the back the New Ibiza’s tail lights 
have been redesigned. Curved and semi¬ 
circular elements have been replaced 
with sharper lines while FR models gain 
LED tail lights for an even more 
distinctive light signature. 

The rear bumpers have been changed, 
too, with sharper lines tracing the rear 
‘diffuser’ section. 

New Ibiza five-door and ST models now 
feature gloss black ‘B’ and ‘C’ pillars, while 
eye-catching new colours have been 
added to the palette, including Lima 
Green. New alloy wheel designs 
complete the exterior changes. 

Inside, new typography on the 
instrument dials and a refreshed climate 
control display makes things clearer and 
more stylish. 

There are redesigned steering wheels 
across the range, including a flat- 
bottomed design on FR. Even the 
glovebox has been enlarged and an 
interior light added. 

Managing director of Seat UK, Peter 
Wyhinny, said: “This stylish new 
supermini ticks all the boxes for buyers 
by being not just significantly more 
modern to look at, more stylish, more 
practical and, with the debut of the Ibiza 
ST FR, significantly more fun. 

“But, crucially, our best-seller is now 
also even more affordable, too. 

“Seat celebrated record sales in the UK 
in 2011 and, with the arrival of the New 
Ibiza, I’m confident we can look forward 
to continuing that success through 2012 
and beyond.”

AIDY Boothroyd remains well aware 
that the battle for survival is far from 
over despite Northampton Town mov¬ 
ing five points clear of the League Two 
relegation zone on Tuesday evening. 

The Cobblers head to Accrington 
Stanley on the back of a battling 1-0 win 
away to bottom-of-the-table Dagenham 
& Redbridge, where on loan winger Toni 
Silva grabbed the only goal of the game 
just after the hour. 

It moved Town away from the danger 
zone with a game still in hand on those 
sides around them, but manager 
Boothroyd insists no-one will be allowed 
to take their foot off the gas just yet. 

“We’re not going to get excited with 
19th,” he said. “We want to finish the 
season as strongly as we can, make sure 


we are out of any trouble and we’re not 
out of it yet. 

“We’ve got Accrington on Saturday and 
we’ll see if we can continue the form that 
we are in. 

“It’s a little bit embarrassing to be 
excited with 19th, and I’m not being big 
time but I don’t want to be 19th. 

“I want to be further up the table and 
when you get into a relegation fight it’s 
not just about the players and the man¬ 
ager, it’s the people behind the scenes. 

“They work so hard for the cause and 
the club, and people like that might lose 
their jobs if the team get relegated. 

“We’re playing for them, we’re playing 
for our supporters, and we’re just mak¬ 
ing sure we give ourselves a platform to 
build on next year.” 

Boothroyd will be able to call upon 
new signing Anthony Charles for the trip 
to Accrington after the defender signed a 


deal with the club until the end of the 
season earlier in the week. 

And with Burton Albion away next 
Tuesday followed by the visit of fellow 
strugglers Plymouth Argyle that week¬ 
end, the manager is eager for 
Northampton to continue their recent 
run of form. 

He said: “We’ve got our own table that 
we have created from February, we’re in 
the top three in that in terms of form and 
we want to finish in those promotion 
chasing places from February, and that’s 
what we’ve got to do. 

“That’s my mindset and that’s the 
mindset the players have - in our own 
minds we’re going for promotion from 
February. We’ve come a really long way. 
We’re in a position where we had to be 
brave, had to stand up to them and I 
think we’ve done that.” 


Mallya wary of predictions ahead of FI season start 


FORMULA ONE 

DR VIJAY Mallya is remaining cautiously 
optimistic over Force India’s prospects this 
year ahead of the first race of the 2012 
Formula One season on Sunday. 

The Silverstone-based team enjoyed 
their best-ever season, finishing sixth in 
the Constructors’ Championship. 

And while Force India owner Mallya is 
aiming to continue that progress, starting 
with this weekend’s Australian Grand Prix, 
he is aware that they will face plenty of 
competition. 

“I remain cautious on making predictions, 
simply because there are so many 
unknowns,” said the Indian billionaire. 

“Our analysis suggests that we could see 
one of the closest grids in years, especially 
in the upper part of the midfield. 

“Even so, our stated goal remains the 
same - to see Sahara Force India continue 
progressing and challenge the established 
teams that lie ahead of us. 

“After the long winter months I think we 
are all looking forward to the start of the 
new season. 

“Our testing form has looked competitive, 


but it’s only when we get to the first race 
that we really get a feel for the pecking 
order and how well everyone has done 
over the winter.” 

Sunday’s opening race at Melbourne’s 
Albert Park will also see the team debut 
their new driver line-up. 

Paul di Resta remains after an 
impressive first season in 2011, but Nico 
Flulkenberg has stepped up from the 
test/reserve driver role to replace stalwart 
Adrian Sutil. 

It is Flulkenberg’s second full season in 
FI, having driven for Williams in 2010, and 
he is hoping this weekend’s race lasts 
longer than his first visit to Australia back 
then. 

Fie said: “My first race there in 2010 was 
cut short - only half a lap, but apart from 
that I have good memories from 
Melbourne and Australia in general. 

“There’s a lot of excitement - that’s the 
word I keep using to describe how I’m 
feeling. 

“And I think it will continue until the 
Sunday morning in Melbourne when I 
wake up knowing I will be racing again in a 
few hours. 


“That’s when you feel the buzz and get 
the feeling of anticipation in your stomach. 

“The testing has gone pretty well and it’s 
been crucial for helping me get prepared. 

“But I know testing is very different to 
racing because you don’t have the same 
pressures of a race weekend. 

“I think the true test will be qualifying 
when you have to deliver right away and 
you only get one chance.” 

Meanwhile, British racer di Resta is 
aiming to build on a strong debut year 
which saw him record eight top ten 
finishes and end last year 13th in the 
drivers’ standings. 

Flowever, he echoed Mallya’s sentiments 
about the coming season, saying: “All the 
teams around us look strong and have 
been consistent in testing, so we just have 
to wait and see. 

“Also, I think almost every team will have 
some new parts on their cars so it really is 
too early to make any judgements. 

“To begin with our goal is simply to try 
and pick up points at every race. 

“After a good winter break I’m just 
looking forward to getting back to the 
racing.”

NATFIAN Reeve is hoping that a 
convincing win over Elemir Rafael 
tomorrow night will send out a 
statement that he is ready to step 
up and start fighting for titles. 

The 22-year-old from 
Northampton has been out of 
action for the past five months 
after a Midlands Area title bout 
with Usman Ahmed at the end of 
last year fell though.

TOM Wood is not expecting to 
be an automatic selection for 
Northampton Saints in Sunday’s 
LV= Cup final despite making his 
long-awaited first start since 
recovering from injury. 

The flanker was handed the 
number seven shirt for last 
weekend’s semi-final clash with 
the Scarlets, having made a 
cameo appearance in the 
league defeat to Saracens the 
previous week. 

But despite the pack leading 
Northampton to a 27-12 victory 
and setting up a clash with East 
Midlands rivals Leicester Tigers, 
Wood is well aware he could 
find himself on the bench and 
admitted he feels he still is not 
yet back up to speed. 

He said: “I’ve got to get in the 
team because the lads are all 
playing well. It’s easy to play 
behind a pack that is going 
forwards. 

“They are such a ‘together’ 
pack and such a dynamic pack 
that it makes life very easy as a 
number seven. 

“I’ve had little time to prepare 
because I only had a little bit of 
rugby last weekend and my first 
full week of training, which was 
tough. 

“I took a bang on the head in 
the week which didn’t help and I 
felt pretty rusty to be honest. 

“My tackle technique, my 
instincts - everything had sort 
of gone to pot a little bit. 

“I was full of enthusiasm, 
brimming with gusto and I was 
throwing myself about out 
there, but definitely felt rusty 
and hopefully I’ll be better for 
Sunday.” 

In truth, Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder is unlikely 
to rest Wood for the showdown 
against their nearest and 
dearest, which is being played 
at the former Worcester 
Warriors player’s old stomping 
ground Sixways. 

If anything, it is only injury that 
could keep him out of action 
after having his bad foot 
trampled on at a lineout in the 
opening 15 minutes. 

That saw him conduct his 


post-match press conference 
with an ice pack attached to his 
foot and meticulously explain 
the details of the extent of the 
damage previously suffered and 
his recovery. 

“It’s one of those that was 
always going to take time,” said 
Wood. “I didn’t really have to 
stop playing in terms of the 
injury. 

“It wasn’t a pain thing, it was a 
case of longevity - if I kept 
playing then eventually I would 
break down. 

“I was on a downwards spiral 
and the medics and everybody 
else took the decision to make 
sure I got some rest. 

“It was a very tough decision, 
as you can see from the timing 
of it all, but it just had to be 
done and hopefully added some 
time onto the end of my career 
instead.” 

Wood’s recovery has been 
aided by Nike supplying him 
with some specially made stiff 
boots that prevent his foot from 
flexing and exposing his toes, 
allowing him to return quicker 
than had been anticipated. 

And a victory in the Anglo- 
Welsh Cup final on Sunday 
would go some way to making 
up for missing out on featuring 
for England in the Six Nations, 
where he had been tipped to 
captain the side before injury 
struck. 

“Frustrating is a bit of an 
understatement,” said Wood 
describing how it has been 
being consigned to the 
sidelines during the last two 
months. I’ve missed some really 
big games here at Saints and 
with England. There was a lot of 
hype pre-Six Nations and it 
came to very little. I take it in 
my stride if I can, but it's 
difficult being injured and it was 
great just to be back out there. 

“First and foremost I’m an 
England fan and the lads have 
done brilliantly, and credit to 
them. They’re definitely going in 
the right direction but I’d love to 
be out there because it’s 
difficult to sit on your sofa and 
watch it.” 



Cup glory over 
prove true test

IF EVER Jim Mallinder wanted to once 
and for all prove that Northampton 
Saints now have the strength in depth to 
compete while their England 
internationals are away, then victory in 
Sunday’s LV= Cup final would go a very 
long way to showing just that. 

A 27-12 victory over the Scarlets last 
weekend set up an all-East Midlands 
showdown for the first domestic 
silverware of the season at Sixways, with 
Leicester Tigers standing in the way of 
Northampton repeating their triumph of 
two years ago. 

The debate about whether or not inter¬ 
national and club games should still be 
clashing in the professional era will no 
doubt continue to rage, but as far as 


Mallinder is concerned there will still be 
plenty of quality on display as the two 
local rivals go head-to-head. 

“It’s exciting; to play Leicester in this 
competition is brilliant really,” said the 
Saints director of rugby, adding: “I think it 
will be a great day and hopefully the 
crowds will turn up from the East 
Midlands. 

“Hopefully it will be a sell-out, and even 
though both sides are missing a couple of 
international players there is some real 
quality there. 

“They made a number of changes but 
they, like us, have got quality in their 
squad and whoever we or they choose it’s 
going to be a cracking match.” 

Mallinder’s opposite number Richard 
Cockerill has hinted that he is more than 
likely to stick with his younger players that 
have got the Tigers this far, 


particularly after their narrow 17-16 
victory over Bath at the Rec last Lriday. 

Indeed, it was four penalties from fly half 
George Lord - a young man who has 
impressed for the England Under-20s and 
is widely considered a future senior inter¬ 
national - that helped ensure a relatively 
inexperienced Leicester side triumphed. 

Mallinder himself made four changes to 
the Saints side from the previous week’s 
loss at Saracens in the Aviva Premiership, 
most noticeably in the pack where Alex 
Waller and James Craig both performed 
with distinction. 

Craig’s inclusion at lock was enforced 
due to Samu Manoa - himself still 
relatively inexperienced at professional 
level - suffering a slight hamstring strain, 
but his lineout play, defence and all round 
game showed plenty of 
promise. Mallinder now has a welcome

selection headache for Sunday in 
Worcester, although, like Cockerill, he may 
well be set to stick with those 
players that earned the side their place in 
the final. 

He said: “It showed that we’re now at a 
stage where we can make a number of 
changes without affecting the quality of 
the unit’s strength. 

“Leicester who swapped a few things 
around and look like they might stick with 
their changes and we’ll probably do the 
same. 

“It was an exciting first five or ten min¬ 
utes where they could have easily scored 
but we did well to keep them out, and then 
the pack started to get on top and 
dominate. 

“I thought some of our mauling was very 
good, our scrummaging very good, and it 
was particularly pleasing for some of those 


young lads in the pack who are relatively 
inexperienced in terms of Alex Waller and 
James Craig.” 

Mallinder hailed the effort to defend the 
repeated attacks by the Scarlets in the 
opening stages of the semi-final as “vital”, 
with Northampton pinned deep in their 
own territory for much of the opening ten 
minutes. 

Yet a momentum shift, brought about in 
a large part by some powerful 
mauling from the pack ensured there 
would be no repeat of the Heineken Cup 
meeting of the sides earlier this season at 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

A decision to kick for touch led to Waller 
being driven over from the lineout, while 
winger Scott Armstrong grabbed the other 
try and Stephen Myler kicked 14 points. 

Experienced Wales fly-half Stephen 
Jones kept the pressure on with four 


penalties for the visitors, but at full time 
the Saints were the ones celebrating. 

Mallinder was delighted that the pack 
capitalised on their efforts early on for 
Waller’s try, saying: “Sometimes you’ve got 
to read the situation and the obvious thing 
is not always to go for goal. 

“Sometimes when you’ve got a bit of 
momentum, particularly with the 
forwards playing and driving like they did, 
it’s the right decision. 

“They made the decision to go for touch, 
they were confident to drive over and it 
was a good score. 

“Scarlets have proven here before that if 
you give them a sniff and let them get off 
to a flying start they are very difficult to 
stop. 

“We made that mistake in the Heineken 
Cup earlier in the season, so it was impor¬ 
tant for us to take a grip of the game.”

MATT Duke has warned that 
Northampton Town cannot afford 
to slacken off against Accrington 
Stanley on Saturday after 
moving five points clear of the 
League Two relegation zone. 

A dogged 1-0 victory away to 
bottom side Dagenham & 
Redbridge on Tuesday hauled the 
Cobblers up to the relatively 
dizzying heights of 19th in the 
table, as well as making it three 
wins in a row for the side. 

Goalkeeper Duke is confident 
that Northampton can extend 
that winning run at the Crown 
Ground this weekend, but is wary 
that at the same time they 
cannot afford any slip-ups in the 
bid to ensure their Football 
League status. 

“It’s massive,” he said. “Not only 
does it put a bit of distance 
between you and the teams 
below, but the teams above you 
are closer. 

“We just need to keep doing 
what we are doing because 


we’ve won three on the bounce 
now and one thing we can’t do is 
let up. If we do that then, with a 
couple of bad results, we could 
be back down there, so we need 
to keep picking points up. 

“We’ve had three wins on the 
bounce and in my eyes we can 
make it four, and I’m sure that 
the gaffer won’t let the lads sit 
back and be complacent 
because, for me, the next game 
is the biggest of the season, and 
it’s important we get a good 
result. 

“We can only push on even 
more now. We’ve done that the 
last three games and that’s the 
challenge now - to try to win 
again.” 

The win at the London Borough 
of Barking and Dagenham 
Stadium was thanks in no small 
part to the performance of Duke, 
with the on-loan stopper saving 
well from Jon Nurse in the first 
half and then holding Josh 
Parker’s close-range header right 
at the death. 

However, the 34-year-old was 


not surprised that Northampton 
were forced to go to the 
trenches against a Daggers side 
that are also scrapping for their 
lives. 

Duke said: “We knew it was 
going to be a battle and we knew 
that we had to match them in 
the that. We’ve put a bit of 
distance between them and us 
now and it was a game in hand 
which is vital. 

“It’s all right having games in 
hand, but you need to get three 
points on the board from those. 

“The form is fantastic, but not 
many teams win four on the 
bounce so we’ve got to be aware 
of that. 

“Since I came to the club I’ve 
been surprised at how upbeat 
everybody is because 
sometimes when clubs are in 
this situation it’s all doom and 
gloom. There are quite a lot of 
lads that haven’t been here long 
and they are all gelling together, 
so hopefully we can push on.”

Cup win could 
soothe Clark 
after England

The talented back row prospect 
k'has been training with Stuart 
Lancaster’s squad during the week, 
*but time and again has found 
I himself released back to his club 
for the weekend. 

Although he has yet to make his bow for the 
senior side, having played for England Under- 
20s and the Saxons, Clark is determined to 
keep battling away for the Saints. 

“I’m disappointed not to have been given an 
opportunity with England, but I never take for 
granted that I’m in the squad and I go there 
and work as hard as I can,” he said. 

“I come back here and work as hard as I can 
and play full-out on the weekend, so it doesn’t 
change an awful lot of my mindset. I just keep 
going and wherever I’m playing at the week¬ 
end I give it my all.” 

Despite being just 22, Clark has been 
entrusted with a leadership role by Saints 
director of rugby Jim Mallinder since he 
joined the club from Leeds Carnegie. 

Indeed, he was handed the captaincy in 


only his fourth game for the club - an LV= Cup 
pool match against Saracens back in 
November 2010. 

Now he will get the chance to skipper the 
side against Leicester Tigers as the two East 
Midlands rivals battle it out for the first 
domestic silverware of the season at Sixways. 

“I'm really proud,” he said after the Saints 
secured their place in the final with a 27-12 
victory over Welsh outfit the Scarlets. “We had 
some tough group games and we’ve had to 
battle hard to win here. It was a physical game 
and we’re delighted to be where we are, and 
we’re looking forward to it. It will be a proper 
ding-dong against our closest rivals and it’s 
going to be huge. 

“We’re hoping to get a good following 
behind us to make some noise for the Saints 
on the day. Wherever we are we’ll play to win 
and we are looking forward to it.” 

With the Anglo-Welsh Cup matches taking 
place on international weekends, the tourna¬ 
ment is seen as a good opportunity for teams 
to blood emerging players. And Clark hailed 
those players that have stepped up to the mark 
in this season’s competition as the Saints look 
to repeat their triumph of two years ago. 

“As a tournament, it’s important to reflect on 
how deep the strength in depth of the squad 
is” he said. “It’s an important tournament for 
that and we’re really pleased that we have got 
a squad that is deep enough to make it to die 
final.”
